Riot Near City Tills iaorn!n£. Excite- 


ment Growing. 


Madrid, May 4.—The situation here is 


growing more critical every hour. At 10 
o'clock this morning a riot took place at 
Talavera, about 40 miles southwest of 
here. The railroad station was seized by 
a mob, cars burned and several houses set 
on fire. 


The excitement which has swept some 


provincial towns with mobs, is growing in 
the capital, and every precaution is being 
taken to prevent an uprising which might 
overthrow the government. 


It is believed that the resignation of the 


Spanish cabinet is imminent. Martial 
law has been declared throughout the 
province of Valencia. Further disturb- 
ances are reported and a state of siege de- 
clared at Gijon, a fortified seaport on the 
Bay of Biscay. Pillage is threatened. 


The lower house of the Cortes today 


adopted resolutions of homaga in memory 
of those killed at Cavite. 
The British 


offer to protect the Chinese at Manila 
was refused. Yesterday's scenes in the 
Cortez were thoroughly alarming to the 
government. 


The lower house assembled amid 


scenes of wild excitement unparalleled 
during the last 20 years. 
There were 


great crowds long before the deputies 
came together, and the galleries and lob- 
bies were thronged. 
Intense excite- 


• »nt prevailed, and so fearful were the 
authorities of a public outbreak of vio- 
lence that the full police strength of the 
city was put under requisition and the, 
troops kppt In barracks under arms. 
Scandalous incidents occurred during 
and after Premier Sagasta's speech, 
scenes that filled the moderate members 
iv ith shame. 
The Republicans and Car- 


lists shrieked abominable and insulting 
Senunciations. 


In the senate, Admiral Beranger, after 


an eloquent eulogy of the seamen who 
had died at Manila, offered his services 
to the government unconditionally. 


Sanchez 
Toca 
violently 
protested 


against the breach of international law 
involved in the capture of Spanish ships 
by the United States warships before 
war had been declared, and character- 
ized America's conduct as amounting to 
piracy. 


The minister of the interior explained 


that a state of siege had been declared 
because certain elements had sought to 
turn the misfortunes of the country to 
their own advantage by trying to arouse 
political passions. 


Marshal Campos offered the govern- 


ment his unconditional support. 


Mgr. Herrea. cardinal bishop of San- 


tiago de Compostel, said he spoke be- 
cause he desired to "stirrup the public 
mind against the cowardly Americans." 
He declared that the Spanish nation was 
Ihe "victim ot the power of gold." 


There Is no longer any doubt that the 


Internal situation is causing- the govern- 
ment almost as much uneasiness as the 
external. 
Monday night's demonstra- 


tion was one of the most serious in some 
time, since those participating showed 
their revolutionary tendencies. 
Cries 


were raised of "Down with the Bour- 
bons." "Long live Don Carlos," "Long 
live tbe republic" and "Long live Wey- 
ler." 
The first move of the demonstra- 


tors, over a thousand strong, was to the 
house of General Weyler, with the ob- 
ject of cheering him.

pear, and the crowd then went to the 
residence of Sqpn.qtn, whoro the min- 
isters were In conference, and shouted in 
favor of his resignation.

SPANISH FLEETS UNITED. 


WAITING FOB DEWEY. 


Nothing Received In Washington Con- 


cerning AiTairg at Manila. 


Washington, May 4.—Nothing official 


has yet been received from Commodore 
Dewey, and nothing, in all probability, 
will be received for at least another day. 
"rtie commanding officer of the victorious 
fleet at Manila max not attempt to send 
any reports until he has accomplished 
everything he hae in view. The bom- 
bardment and occupation of the city of 
Manna is unquestionably a fact, and by 
this time Dewey has coal, supplies and 
repairing facilities at hand. He is also 
in a position to attei^J to his wounded, 
who will be placed in file hospitals in 
Manila erected lor the care of (he 
Spanish soldiers. 


Commodore Dewey has all tnld about 


2000 mon, and it will be necessary to dis- 
patch troops at once to reinforce him 
and hold the island. The phase o£ the 
question was discussed at the cabinet 
meeting, but it was decided that until 
the official report ot the eng^^c^ent ar- 
rived nothing should *oe done. 


Meanwhile, the plans of the Cuban 


campaign are being steadily developed, 
and there is no indication of a change 
of purpose on the part of the military 
authorities, who are expected to land 
an expeditionary force in Cuba in a very 
Bhort time. 
Admiral Sampson, so far 


as the navy department knows, is stead- 
ily maintaining the blockade of the Cu- 
ban coast and this is not likely to be 
abandoned for the present, though two 
or three of his ships may be sent away 
temporarily to meet the Oregon on her 
way to Cuba from Rio de Janeiro. 


While the officials of the navy depart- 


ment naturally feel a warm interest in 
this race of the magnificent battleship 
around the continent, they profess to 
feel little anxiety as to the outcome, 
notwithstanding the current talk of an 
efCort on the part of the Pranish flying 
squadron to cut off the Oregon. 
The 


vessel sailed on a couiss known only to- 
the captain, and the rh.xnces of being 
overtaken on the high sous are very 
small. 
Even should the Spanish ves- 


sels fall in with her, It is by no means 
certain, notwithstanding their numbers, 
that she would be defeated by the com- 
bined Spanish force, as her magnificent 
armor and ordnance are superior in 
every respect, size and quality to those 
o£ the Spanish ships. 


Adjutant General Corbin had a con- 


ference with the president yesterday 
concerning the nominations of major 
generals and brigadier generals. 
It 


Is understood to have been decided to 
name General Shatter, who has been 
.designated to lead the army of invasion 
'into Cuba; General Fltzhugh Lee and 
General Wheeler; of confederate cav- 
alry fan,e, as three of the major gen- 
erals, 
it is regarded as probable that 


the president may also nominate Gen- 
eral Woodford, former minister to Spain, 
to be a major general. 
Concerning tin 


appointments of "brigadier gensrals, it 
is said to be the purpose of the presi- 
dent, so far as possible, to take the can- 
didates from the ranks of colonels In the 
regular army. 
This will disappoint 


Bomo of the candidates for Important 
commands. The exceptions, if any, are 
made, will bo in favor of those states 
which furnish one or more brigades of 
troops. In nuch cases, It is believed tht 
president will appoint as brigadier gen- 
erals officers recommended to him by 
the governors of the states from which 
the troops come. 


The Unspeakable Wcyler. 


Madrid, May 4.—An article written by 


General Weyler has appeared In a news- 
paper tit Pal mo, capital of the island o! 
Majorca, where Weyler was born and 
where his home is situated. The- general 
expresses the opinion that if the gov-

Cape Verde Squadron Said To Be At 


Cadiz. 


Lisbon, May 4. — News has been re- 


ceived here to tbe effect that the Spanish 
squadron which left Cape Verde island 
April 29 has returned to Cadiz to join the 
Spanish fleet there. 


The Cadiz fleet is nearly ready for sea 


and it is reported that the uniled fleet 
will soon start for American waters. 


This report is in accord with the 


plan of the Spanish government to 
juin all i's ships and reeourcas in one 
grand effort against the United States. 


First Heavy Artillery. 


Boston, May 4. — The majority of the 


men of the First heavy artillery, now at 
Fort Warren, are ready for the United 
States service. Few of the men have 
been rejected for physical retisons, and 
those who are not to enlist are side- 
tracked for causes best known to the 
captains. It has been, decided not to 
muster in the regiment until the whole 
number necessary has been qualified be- 
fore the Burgeons. 


It is expected that two-thirds, of the 


original regiment, as It was organized 
in the militia, will enlist. The one-third 
that will probably not enlist are men 
who have wives and families, and whose 
earnimjr are necessary for the support 
of their horn 23. 


llch-.'i-il to General Weyler. 


Key West, May 4. — It appears that 


Colonel V-ncent de Cortijo of the Third 
5par.ini cavalry, who, with 19 other army 
ffiicerr, was taken on the Argonauta, 
is a brother-in-law of Lieutenant Gen- 
"ral Weyler. Colonel de Cortijo denies 
tht?. but it is learned from good au- 
'thorny that he sustains this relation- 
ship to the former governor general of 
Cuba. His captors are measurably 
elated. The Argonauta 
herself is no 


mean prize, being of 1000 tons burden; 
but the value of the capture lies mainly 
In the prisoners of war and the mail 
matter going to General Blanco.. Her 
cargo is general merchandise, with a 
large amount of arms and ammunition 
intended for the Spanish troops in Cuba.

SHE BESEKVES TO LOSE BOTH. 


If there is any truth in the old saying 


that "whom the gods would destroy they 
first maks road," Spain is very near de- 
struction. She has lost her hold upon 
Cuba through her cruelty, and involved 
hergelf In a ruinous war with, the United 
States. One would suppose that her ex- 
perience with her West Indian depend- 
ency would make her doubly cautious 
with reference to her other jewel, the 
Philippines; that she would now realize 
that her cruel oppression in Cuba was the 
cause of her present troubles; and that she 
would make up her mind in consequence 
to pursue a conciliatory policy toward her 
East Indian subjects. 


But no. Her narrowness, bigotry and 


intolerance are inbred, and they are forc- 
ing her on to ruin the East aa weli as in the 
West. Late dispatches from Manilla show 
that the Spaniards are resorting to the 
same brutal tactics in the island of Lucon 
as in Cuba. We are told that a, houso in 
Manila, occupied by 150 rebels who were 
holding a pecret meeting, was surrounded 
by the authorities. *Ten of these unfor- 
tunates were killed outright, some 40 were 
wounded, and the remainder taken pris- 
oners. 


But to K. taken pri3»ne»« by those in- 


human Spaniards wa-> no advantage. Thoy 
were all put to death without mercy. 
They might ao well have fallen into the 
bauds of a hostile party ot Siooz warriors. 


Truly it is high time that the civilized 


•world arose in 'righteous wrath against 
thla wicked old relic of savag«ry,and took 
from her bloodstained hands two of the 
fairest realms washed by tropical waters 
—Cuba and the Philippines. 
By her 


crimes Spain has foifoitcd both jewels 
which were once the brightest in her 
brilliant crown of colonies. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL ECONOMY. 


The city council has refused to consider 


tho proposition for a new high school 
building this year. 
The need of bettor 


accommodations is recognized, but the 
council docs not think that tho taxpayers 
would support a vote for an expenditure 
of §150,030 at thla tine. This is quite 
trno. But the city council also neglected 
to make any provision at all for meeting 
this need which is recognized. The mem- 
bers did not not even vote to refer the 
maltcr back to tho school committee for 
a revision of plans, to see if accom- 
modations suitable to the city might not 
be secured at leas cost. 


Economy is the watchword of the pres- 


ent city government. Tbere was a strong 
feeling in the city that foe proposed plans 
for a high school building were not eco- 
nomical. But thero is alio a strong feel- 
ing that tho plans could have been modi- 
fied to that the expense should have been 
]e«e. And every one recognizes with the 
city council the n*edi of tbe school sys- 
tem. 


Tbe reasons given for postponing *•« 


question will be in force for the next few 
yean almost as strongly as now. The high 
school building cannot in Justice to future 
public school pupils bo allowed to wait 
long. Two years fcl least would be occu- 
pied In ertctlng » building. If the deci- 
sion Is put off indefinitely, the time will 


come when to wait two J ears for tho 
building will do serious harm. The only 
satisfactory nay would have been to send 
tbe matter again to the sohool board. If 
they could secure cheaper plans in no 
other way they could o»ll for a competi- 
tion of architects, which plan has worked 
excellently iu other oitle.1. 


NOW 
BK ENFORCED. 


Unless the mayor vetoes the ourfew or- 


dinance, that measure will soon become a 
law. It Is to be tried as an experiment 
according to the statements of several 
councllmeu when the vote was taken. 
May it be a successful onel For un- 
successful experiments are oftou costly. 
There is no doubt that North Adams is in 
need of some measure to regulate the 
conduct of very young people on Its 
streets. If the local application of the 
ordinance has been investigated thor- 
oughly enough, and popular sentiment 
sufficiently tested, to make sure that it 
will not become a dead letter as to en- 
forcement, then the experience of other 
cities mtikes it more sure than an ex- 
periment. 


If popular sentiment supports it, so that 


it will be enforced, the law in Us revised 
form Is au excellent one. The making of 
tho hour of curfew 9 o'clock the year 
'round does away with a needless compli- 
cation. But most important is the addi- 
tion that excludes playing on the street 
and unnecessary loitering from the list of 
"errands," etc., for which parents may 
excuse their children when caught on the 
streets. Parents who wish to shield way- 
ward children will find the law applies to 
them more sharply than under the ordi- 
nance as first proposed. 


Let the curfew ordinance be enforced if 


it becomes a law. 


POLITICS TO THE REAR 


In the debate on the war revenue bill in 


the House, Congressman Henderson of 
Iowa eloquently voiced the sentiment of 
the country when he said that politics 
should be kept to the rear in this war. 
Referring to the young men of the coun- 
try whom both parties had called to the 
front through the declaration of war, he 
made the following appeal: 


Let ns not hurl them into the ranks of 
battle and the jaws of death with the 
sound of dissensions ringing in their ears. 
I care not how we provide the sinews of 
war, so that they are the least burden- 
some. Bat taxation there must be. The 
step we have taken has already cut down 
our revenues. All our estimates are gone. 
We need men.bullets and cash. Let us move 
up like brothers. Lat there be no this side 
or that side; no Republican and no Demo- 
crat. Let us fold up our campaign speeches 
and back up the step we have taken by 
giving cash without reserve.

July?

Germany and Austria are the only two 


great powers of Europe which have failed 
to declare their neutrality in the present 
war. Austria has a valid excuse, but it is 
different with Germany. However, it is 
not likely that the government at Wash- 
ington will treat the two foreign powers 
in any other way than that of neutrals. 


It appears that the Spanish fleet did not 


go to sea to meet the American squadron. 
On the contrary, the Spanish warships 
remained in Manila Bay to assist tha forts 
in their defense of tbe port and to weaken 
Commodore Dewey's attack in such a 
way as to prevent his landing marines 
and taking possession of the defenses of 
the place. The later advices tell the 
story of a more complete victory than 
was at first thought. 


Owing to the fact that ao few volunteers

Speaker Beed Deinon»trate« Hla Power 


a leader — His Victory In the Cnbau 
Blatter—Chanced the Parliamentary Sys- 
tem of the Home. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—[Special.]—Con 


gross is expected to adjourn in a short 
time. So far as the houso of represents 
lives is concerned it is practically ready to 
knock ofl work now. It bus pas&ed all the 
regular appropriation bills, and there does 
not seem to bo anything more of impor- 
tance for it to do. Tho senate, as usual, is 
far behind in its work—that is, it is away 
in the rear of the house of representatives. 
Tha senate is one of those ponderous bodlos 
that move slowly. But when tho hour 
comos for rushing through the final bills in 
order to clear tho docks for adjournment 
the senate is as swift as any one could 
wish. It has a way of voting millions 
upon millions in a hurry, and the chances 
are that ere many days have pass*d the 
uppor branch will get a hustle upon itself 
and bring the proceedings of this memo- 
rable session to a close. 


Two most interesting developments 


have marked the closing session. I do not 
speak of the Cuban crisis, for of course 
that has monopolized attention. I meun 
curtain phases of parliamentary activity 
which are worthy of note. These are tho 
increased strength of Speaker Reed as the 
general manager of tho lower branch of 
congress and the power of the older sen- 
ators in the upper branch. It may bs said 
in a general way that tho torces of reac- 
tion against the power wielded by the 
speaker have had their best opportunity of 
success and have failed, thus apparently 
fixing tho spoakership system upon the 
bouse for a long time to come. 


Mr. Reed ag a Leader. 


Of course it was the Cuban question 


which gave Mr. Beed another and moat 
signal opportunity to demonstrate tho effi- 
ciency of his leadership. At one time it 
looked as if he must surely go to the wall. 
One will remain in Washington a long 
time before he encounters another such 
state of feeling as that which marked tho 
Republican side of the house before the 
Cuban resolutions were adopted. There- 
volt was more against the administration 
than against the speaker, but the speaker 
stood in the breach for the president and 
hod to carry on the fight. A large majori- 
ty of tbe Republican members of the house 
were pledged to 
overthrow the ad- 


ministration and the speaker together if 
necessary to carry their point. 
They 


were not only determined, but they were 
insistent and angry. And yet in the end 
the speaker carried tho day. He worked 
out the Cuban resolutions to his satisfac- 
tion and to the satisfaction of the adminis- 
tration. It was a great victory for the sys- 
tem which Mr. Reed has instituted in the 
house and for the man himself. 


The triumph was not won without hard 


work and without serious fears as to the 
outcome. It was late Monday night that 
the Cuban, resolutions were passed. The 
Sunday before was not a day of rest for 
the speaker and his lieutenants. They 
were at work from early morning till late 
at night. They rounded up the rebels and 
whipped them in. Mr. Beed felt, I am 
told, that this occasion was the climax of 
his career. If he could win that battle, 
tho speakersbip system was established, 
probably to remain a long time. If he 
were defeated, it meant that the method 
of running the house of representatives 
which he had so carefully devised and so 
patiently built up was to fall to the 
ground. 


Sinoe the victory rested with Mr. Reed 


it may be well to inquire what bis system 
is. It is, in short, the idea that the speak- 
er of the house of representatives is vastly 
more than a mere moderator or presiding 
officer or preserver of order, as is the case 
under the English practice, from which 
our parliamentary methods were borrow- 
ed. It means that instead of dimply put- 
ting questions and declaring results and 
preserving the rights of individuals as the 
speaker of the English house of commons 
does the speaker of the American house 
of representatives is a leader of policies. 
Instead of being simply an honorable fig- 
urehead he is to establish himself as the 
second man in the government in power 
over legislation and national policies. 


Power of the Speaker. 


Mr. Reed is a consistent advocate of 


this system. He has built up the office of 
speaker till it now means something vast- 
ly different from its original scope. It has 
been impossible in the operation of his 
method to escape the charge of being a 
tyrant, to avoid being called a czar and all 
that gort of thing, and to avert the rise of 
a good deal of bitter feeling among tha 
members of his own party. But in tho 
main it is now conceded that Mr. Reed has 
stood more for the system than for him- 
self. He has been just, take it as a whole, 
and even great. In the Cuban affair, for 
instance, many men said the speaker bad 
it In his power to overthrow the president 
and make himself the lender of the ex- 
tremists. There is not the slightest doubt 
whatever that if the speaker bad for a mo- 
rn out relaxed bis vigilance the president 
would have been defeated in tbe house as 
to tho question of recognizing Cuban in- 
dependence. 
Those who thought tbe 


speaker still a candidate for tbe presidency 
predicted he would abandon the adminis- 
tration and look out for himself. But be 
Aid nothing of the sort, and in his stanch, 
unselfish stand ho vastly strengthened tho 
system of which be is the originator and 
exponent. 


Even if tbe Democrats should gain pos- 


session of tbe house of representatives, as 
is considered not unlikely within the next 
few years, ic is doubtful if they will wipe 
out the Reed system. Tbe new speaker. 
Whoever be may be, is likely to bo found 
ambitious to retain all the power which 
Mr. Reed has gathered into tbe bands of 
the speaker of the house. It may there- 
fore be said with justice that Mr. Reed 
has of bis own energy and personality 
changed tbe whole parliamentary system 
of the United States in so far as the bouse 
»f representatives is concerned.

The Divided Democracy. 


Washington, May 4.—What promised 


to be an uneventful and uninteresting 
session of the house was changed sud- 
denly after three hours' consideration 
of private bills into a session of spirited 
spcechmaking among: Democratic mem- 
bers that savored much at times of 
acrimony. The storm was precipitated 
toy Mr. Lewisrwho referred in the course 
of a speech to the recent vote of Mr. 
Cummings of New York in support of the 
war revenue bill with its bond feature. 
He made reference to Mr. Cummings' 
assertion that this period was a time 
for placing the country above the party, 
intimating that the New York member 
had served the Republican party and 
perhaps contributed to the satisfaction 
of unpatriotic monopolists and capi- 
talists.

Industries. 


Curtailment In Cotton Mills 


Not to Be General. 


Woolen Mills Busy, and Shoe Trade Sow 


whit Sluggish. 


Boston, May 4.—Local dealers and 


commission 
houses handling cotton 


goods are discussing the shutdowns at 
Manchester and Fail River. There Is 
considerable speculation as to its prob- 
able effect upon print cloth manufac- 
tures in general. Mr. Borden, it is said, 
has endeavored to have other New Eng- 
land mills join the iron works in cur- 
tailing production, but one mill man 
eays that but 4,000,000 spindles could be 
counted upon to stop operations. 


Representatives of promlnant mills de- 


clare that the action of Mr, Borden i* 
entirely independent and that nothing 
like a general movement is indicated, 
though his example may prove contag- 
ious and lead to the shutting: down of a 
sufficient number of spindles to reduce 
the surplus if not to strengthen prices. 
In the trad* there Is a diversity of opin- 
ion regarding the vlsdorn -of a partial 
shutdown, and many claim that the 
movement will prove, instead of a cure 
| IF the present condition, merely a 
palliative and that at the end of tha 
curtailment print cloth conditions will 
not differ greatly from what they are at 
present. 


In general, the local cotton goods mar- 


ket is quiet and no great amount of 
business is being done. The large retail 
houses as well as some jobbers are not 
buying in quantity now because of the 
high rates asked for money and the pos- 
sibility of having to pay still higher ones 
when the bills contracted now become 
due 60 or 90 days hence. It will be sur- 
prising if cotton goods prices do not take 
an upward tendency on account of the 
war now being waged. Raw cotton hag 
already advanced, while coal, dyestufts 
and other commodities entering into its 
manufacture, are more likely to rise than 
to remain at their present prices. The 
unprecedented demand for flags which 
has materialized of late has kept a good 
many looms busy on salable goods jtvhich 
would ctherwise have been adding to the 
coarse cloth surplus. 
*~ 


The woolen mills have also felt the ef- 


fect of the present patriotic fervor, and 
are making a harvest from the sale of 
bunting for flags, streamers, etc., as well 
jas blankets and other supplies for the 
army. Some New England woolen mills, 
however, report a slacking off in regular 
goods and one of the largest plants ia 
this state, equipped for making dress 
goods, is running only four days a week 
for th« present. 


That the action of the S. H. Howe Shoe 


company In refusing to restore the 5 
percent cut in wages made last year, 
/claiming that the business does not 
warrant it, Is indicative of the shoe trada 
In general Is evident from the remarks 
of representative manufacturers, who 
are expecting an experience similar to 
that of last year, when everything.that 
pertained to shoe manufacture was high. 
while prices for boots, and shoes were so 
low as to give no chance whatever for 
profit. Hides are quoted from 20 to 30 
percent higher than they -were a year 
ago, and that leather will respond to the 
increased cost of the rav material, is of 
course to he expected. Past experience 
has taught everyone handling1 leather 
rthat the beef barons of th« west. In 
whoae hands th* hide business la con- 
centrated now, are not the ones to r«t' 
any opportunity pass them of forcing 
Op prices, and the time for doing-it ap- 
pears to them to be rtpe now.

Dresden China. 


It 'has always been fashionable to be a 


collector, whether of old ch'ina, rare prints 
or paintings, stamps, manuscripts, etc., 
but tbo fashionablo woman of today finds 
an immense resource in getting together 
all sorts of odds and ends. There are two 
things in particular, however, which are 
of general interest and promote no end of 
rivalry, not to say hard feeling. 
Ono is 


the collection of Dresden china figures of 
all sizes, preferably tho small ones, and 
there are three or four collections in New 
York which ara of great value as well as 
of beauty. 


Miss Remsen's collection is widely 


known and comprises an astonishing num- 
ber of these small figures.- It has been the 
wort of years to gather them together, 
and she has some marvelous specimens. 
This style of collection is really much 
more interesting than almost any other, 
for it does not have to be put away in oab- 
inets or cases, but does duty to ornament 
a room. 


One fad is to have nothing but these lit- 


tle statuettes on a wide mantelpiece, and 
of oourso, with careful grouping the effect 
of each figure is not in the least injured, 
but, on the contrary, greatly enhanced by 
being with the others. When there are not 
enough to cover the mantelpiece, a small 
table is aevoted to their use, or if they are 
in a cabinet it Is a cabinet made expressly 
to show them oft to the best; possible ad- 
vantage. 


Like a collection of souvenir spoons, 


many of these pieces of Dresden have some 
especial association and represent the gift 
of some friend or mark some visit to some 
interesting foreign oity. None of the fig- 
ures is large, some are minute, and each 
and pvery one is perfect in its way and a 
work of art. 


The silver collections are extremely in- 


teresting. 
It Is the fad to have lots of 


small pieces of old silver. Bits of old 
English and old Dutch workmanship are 
greatly prized, and many of the small and 
apparently uninteresting pieces have a 
large intrinsic value. At least one table 
in every fashionable drawing room is set 
aside for these Email silver pieces, and it is 
astonishing what a lot of different objects 
are represented and what exquisite work- 
manship is to be seen. 


There are small sedan chairs, different 


musical instruments and every concelvaEle 
and inconceivable size and shape of bo:. 
A few spoons are added, but these ore all 
rare ones, and besides the articles already 
mentioned there are always to be seen the 
most minute pieces of silver furniture, so 
dainty and fairyllke it seems impossible it 
could have been manufactured out of sll- 
venvaro. 


Tho children of fashionable folk now be- 


gin to collect fiilTor at a tender nge. For 
a baby of 8 or 3 years it is quite the thing 
to have already a number of silver articles. 
Of course each one of these represents 
money value, but it must be n little aggra- 
vating to the child, because it generally is 
fnrnitnre or something of that sort that is 
bestowed upon tho infant, and yet baby is 
taught not to touch them, but simply to 
look and admire. In the meantime the 
things are kept in mamma'a drawing 
room. 


There are different shaped tables marie 


to hold these, with plush tops and a rail- 
ing around, and of course the silver arti- 
cles show to groat advantage against the 
dark plash. They are rarely put Into the 
glass tables wherein repose proudly family 
miniatures and odds and ends that havo 
been picked up in foreign travel.—New 
York Press.

The Fish Torpedo In Action, 
The Whitehead torpedo, which is the 


weapon used by the Spanish torpedo 
boats and destroyers, is a hollow steel 
projectile shaped like a fish. At its 
front end is fastened a so called war 
head filled with gun cotton, and in piano 
of a. tail it has a small screw propeller. 
The interior is filled with machinery 
and compressed air. Discharged from 
the torpedo tube, this formidable pro- 
jectile falls with a splash into the wa- 
ter and feinks to a certain depth. Then 
it travels horizontally toward the tar- 
get and is expected to explode on strik- 
ing. The propeller is made to revolve 
at a very rapid rate by the compressed 
air inclosed within the contrivance. If 
the latter fails from any cause to go 
off, it sinks harmless to the bottom of 
the sea and thus is not a danger to 
navigation afterward. There are sev- 
eral sizes of these torpedoes. 
Those 


ordinarily used by torpedo boats are 12 
feet long and are provided with 120 
pounds of gun cotton. The destroyers, 
however, employ much larger ones, 13 
feet in length and containing 250 pounds 
of gun cotton. The cost of a White- 
head torpedo is from $2,400 up, but that 
is not much to pay for a projectile that 
is capable of destroying a $5,000,000 bat- 
tleship. 


Fish torpedoes acquire additional ter- 


rors from their invisibility while they 
are running toward a ship. Traveling 
under water as they do, it is impossibla 
for those on board of an assailed ves- 
sel to know just when a fatal hlow is 
corning. If the projectile strikes, de- 
struction is certain. Nothing can re- 
sist the discharge of such a quantity 
of gun cotton. Half a dozen years ago 
the Brazilian insurgent ship Aquidaban 
was struck by a torpedo, which made 
a hole in her side big enough to drive 
a hay wagon through, a large part of 
her interior being transformed into a' 
mass of wreckage. It has been sug- 
gested that one very effective way of 
tackling a battleship would be for two 
or more torpedo boats to bear down 
swiftly upon her in different directions. 
Of course this would be done at night 
by preference. If there were three boats 
engaged in the attempt, at least one of 
them would be likely to be able 10 de- 
liver a well aimed shot before being 
destroyed. The minute that the ad- 
vancing craft were descried by the aid 
of the searchlights a storm of shot and 
shell would be turned upon them. Be- 
ing absolutely without armor protec- 
tion, they would quickly be riddled, but 
one or more of the deadly fishiike mis- 
siles might be successfully delivered. 
The relative efficiency of the battleship 
and the torpedo boat is yet to become 
known. 
The problem is likely to be 


solved in the present war with Spain. 
One trouble about the Whitehead tor- 
pedoes is that they are fesrfl to guide 
and apt to go crooked. 


Montana's Costly Wolves, 


The largest wild beast bounty pay- 


ment ever made in any state is now be- 
ing made at Helena, Hon. It amounts 
to $50,096 and represents the balance 
due on the state's payment on the skins 
of 16,698 wolves and coyotes killed in 
1897. The total cost to Montana's stata 
government for the killing of these ani- 
mals in 1897 amounts to $85,650, though 
claims for more than $150,000 wera filed 
and verified. Besides this great sum 
paid by the state, at least as much 
more is paid by counties and private 
stockmen. It is estimated that the cost 
to Montana of keeping its wolf supply 
stationary, for the bounty has no effect 
in lessening the number, ia not less 
than $400,000 a year.

The committee, therefore, did not think 
the city was warranted in making an ap- 
propriation of $150,000 this year. 


There was no discussion on tho report, 


which was accepted without a dissenting 
voice. 


Bevlsed Curfew Ordinance Paused. 
It was generally expected that the ordi- 


nance committee would report favorably 
on the curfew ordinance, ana chief inter- 
est was in the revisions made. The hour 
of curfew was placed at 9 for winter as well 
as summer, and a clause was inserted pro- 
viding that the excuse that children were 
sent on errands by their parents should not 
be allowed to apply to children who were 
playing or unnecessarily loitering on the 
streets. This malses the restrictions on 
parents (more clcss, and is in line with 
the action of many western cities, where 
the curfew is at its best. 


Councilman Perry made a short speech 


in presenting the report of the ordinance 
committee, giving the reasons why the 
committee 
favored it. 
Councilman 


Amadou was the first speaker to follow 
him. He waa opposed to the ordinance. 
He sam that the law would tend In a 
short time to become a farce, and not be 
enforced. He said he should vote against 
the ordinance. 


Councilmen Bracewell, Brown, Sykes 


and Wills spoke in favor ol it, saying that 
they had at first been opposed, but after 
studying the matter had decided that it 
was worth trial as an experiment. Mr. 
Perry answered Mr. Amadon's remarks, 
speaking of some show houses from which 
children should be kept by the police if 
their parent* would not restrain them. Mr. 
Amadou retorted that if fathers would 
not attend disreputible performances 
their children would be less likely to, and 
that the power of example was the chief 
one in parental control. 


The vote was called, and Councilman 


Amadou was the only one to vote against 
it. The ordinance was therefore passed 
to be ordained, and now waits, the mayor's 
action. 


Miscellaneous) Bnsine**. 


A recommendation from the mayor was 


received advising the allowing of a peti- 
tion from the Windsor company to relay 
its water line to Bracewell and Freeman 
avenues. This was acted on at once by 
the street committee, and a favorable 
report was passed. The committee on 
streets also reported asking further time 
on the matter of paving Eagle, Union 
and Bank streets, as the abutters had not 
all signed waivers of damages. 


A petition from the Sidepath league 


with a recommendation from the mayor 
oa it, was granted. 
This allows the 


league to construct at its own expense, 
under the direction of the commissioner 
of public works, and under certain re- 
strictions as to use of the highway, a 
cycle path on River street, Brown street, 
West Main street, and the new road to 
Williamstown. 


The appointment of constaoiea under 


the law adopted at the last meeting was 
endorsed. The ordinance ou license* was 
amended to make the fee from junk deal- 
ers $15 instead of $2. This is to protect 
local dealers from outside traders. The 
petitioners for the eight-hour ordinance 
were given leave to withdraw, in accord- 
ance With their request-lit the hearing on 
the subject.

The work of cutting down tbe soldiers' 


mound in Hillside cemetery in accordance 
with a plan recently outlined in THH 
TRANSCRIPT has been begun. As before 
stated, the mound waa reserved for the 
burial of war veteran* not otherwise pro- 
vided for. and all the space available for 
graves as the wound was laid ont has been 
taken, tbe number buried there being 27. 


There is a demand for more space and 


Commissioner Emich has made a plan, by 
which it can be gained. The top of the 
mound is being cut down about six feet 
and the remains buried there will be 
lowered to a euitable depth. The boxes 
for these remains are being made by J. L. 
Comisky and the work on the mound is 
bein<* done under the supervision of Sex- 
ton J. H. Orr. 


When it is oomplatad the distance from 


the flag staff which stands in the center 
of the mound to the first circle of graves 
will be 15 feet. Outside of these graves 
will be a walk four feet wide, beyond 
•chich will be the second circle of burial 
ground with room enough for 50 or 60 
graves, all, it^s believed that ever will be 
needed. At the base of the mound there 
will be a circular walk two feet wide. 
These changes will make a great improve- 
ment and all will be complete before 
Memorial day. 


Commissioner Bmigh has a diagram 


showing the location ot the present 
graves which may be seen by any one 
interested. The work ot lowering the re- 
mains will be done with special care so 
there will be no misplacement of any. 


In one of the graves are the remains of 


a revolutionary soldier which were re- 
moved several years ago from Dr. Mil- 
lard's farm near the Natural Bridge. 
When, at that tima, Sexton Orr unearthed 
the skeleton for removal he was greatly 
frightened by what he at first thought to 
be a large snake, but which he soon dis- 
covered was an apple tree root which had 
entered the opening in the skull for the 
ear and grown down the length of the 
spine. 


The root could not be removed without 


breaking the skull and so it was cut off 
and allowed to go with the bones to their 
present resting place. Mr. Orr is won- 
dering if the root is still intact and awaits 
with keen interest the uncovering of the 
skeleton, which he says is of extra- 
ordinary size.

Of course this leaves the possi- 
bility, if the girl was asleep, for the father 
to have committed murder. All the ac- 
cnstoined haunts of the missing woman 
have been visited and no trace of her 
found. 


Lanesboro is thoroughly aroused over 


the disappearance and the possibility of 
foul play which it suggests. State De- 
tective Pease will probably be put on the 
case to iavestisase it thoroughly.
